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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a receiver for a listening device. Independent claim 14 identifies the uniquely 
distinct feature of a bobbin including an armature-mounting structure configured to interlock 
with a fixed portion of the armature such that the moveable portion of the armature is 
substantially centered in the passage of the coil and magnet assembly in combination with all the 
disclosed limitations of claim 14. Independent claim 26 identifies the imiquely distinct feature of 
a bobbin including an armature-centering structure configured to interlock with a fixed portion of 
the armature such that the moveable portion of the armature is substantially centered in the 
passage of the coil and magnet assembly in combination with all the disclosed limitations of 
claim 18. Independent claim 29 identifies the uniquely distinct feature of a bobbin including an 
armature-mounting structure including first and second flanges wherein said armature mounting 
structure is formed on opposing edges of the first and second flanges, each opposing edge lying 
in a plane perpendicular to a plane of said armature in combination with all the disclosed 
limitations of claim 29. The closest prior art, Imahori (US 6853735) teaches an armature 
mounting structure for a bobbin for centering the armature within the bobbin but fails to teach 
the armature mounting/centering structure interlocks with a fixed portion of the armature the 
armature mounting structure is formed on opposing flanges of the bobbin in a plane 
perpendicular to the plane of the armature; Urushibata (US 6757403) teaches an armature 
mounting structure for a bobbin for centering the armature within the bobbin but fails to teach 
the armature mounting/centering structure interlocks with a fixed portion of the armature or the 
armature mounting structure is formed on opposing flanges of the bobbin in a plane 
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perpendicular to the plane of the armature; Carlson (US 31 1563) teaches an E-shaped armature 
but fails to teach the armature mounting structure is formed on opposing flanges of the bobbin in 
a plane perpendicular to the plane of the armature; Mahoney (WO 01/69963 A2) teaches an 
armature mounting structure for a bobbin for centering the armature within the bobbin but fails 
to teach the armature mounting/centering structure interlocks with a fixed portion of the armature 
or the armature mounting structure is formed on opposing flanges of the bobbin in a plane 
perpendicular to the plane of the armature. The prior art fails to anticipate or render the 
independent claims obvious.
